| R.P. Dixon, Supervisor of Dairy 
Herd Improvement, Aiberta Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, sums up win- 
ter feeding and management 
quirements as follows: 

Use economical well 
rations which provide 
amount of nutrients, a high per 
centage of proteins, and sufficient 
phosphorus, calcium, salt and vita- 
mins, 

Feed a good supply of high qua 
lity legume roughage, and adjust 
the concentrate to each cows in 
dividual production, 

Allow a dry period of 
eight weeks for each cow. 

Provide dry comfortable quarters 
during the winter months. 

Give plenty of good water 
least twice a day 
Practise kindness and regularity 

feeding and milking. 
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Adopt proper milking procedure

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Cost Of Forest Fires 


LOSSES CAUSED BY FOREST FIRES in Canada during the past year 


have caused considerable concern throughout the country. It was estimat- 
ed by the Canadian Forestry Association that until the end of September, 
1,500,000 acres of forest lands had been ravaged by fire and that the po- 
tential value of this land to Canada in terms of wood and labor was $50,- 
000,000, It was believed that both these figures would be increased when 
final statistics were made available at the end of the year. Saskatchewan 
and Alberta suffered the heaviest losses, according to the early survey, 


with Alberta reporting fires covering 613,000 acres and-destroying $29,- 
610,000 worth of timber. In Saskatchewan, 489,798 acres were lost, and 
the fires were estimated to have cost that province $10,124,910.

In Manitoba, 122,182 acres of forest lands were destroy- 
ed and the loss was valued at $3,289,908. All the proy- 
inces were affected, with losses running high in Quebec,

Ontario, the Maritimes and British Columbia, In Al- 
berta, 98 per cent. of the fires were attributed to human causes, while in 
the other provinces 74 per cent. were said to have started in that way. 
The dominion forest service reported that in 1948 forty per cent, of all 
forest fires were started by campers and smokers, and during that year 
more than 38,000,000 acres of forests were destroyed by fire. The average 
loss over the past ten years has been 2,000,000 acres each year, and the 
annual cost of fighting forest fires in the ten year period between 1936 and 
1946 amounted to over $900,000,

enough timber left to meet these requirements. This is a problem which 
affects not only our own times, but which will project far into the future, 
for trees lost now, cannot be replaced for many years even under the most 
carefully planned reforestration programs. It is apparent that every effort 
must be made to conserve the forests which are left, through using all

Salmon Often Fail In 
Long Distance Swim 


Oil Search In 
Alberta Reaches 
New Peak 


VANCOUVER. — Sockeye salmon, 
like long distance motorists, can run 
out of “fuel” and fail to complete the 


lengthy up-river swim to spawning 
grounds, 

Scientists of the International Pa- 
cific Sockeye Salmon association have 
reported this recently-discovered fact 
in a discussion of new fish trans- 
plantation methods, 

Salmon, it seems, store up by in- 
stinct only enough body food to get 
them to their natural spawning bed. 

A sockeye that originated 400 
miles from salt water will “fuel” up 
“for a 400-mile up-river swim.” 

As they do not feed after leaving 
salt water they may fail to reach 
the spawning grounds if the distance 
is too long, the scientists’ say 


CALGARY. — Drilling activity has 
reached a high peak in Alberta dur- 
ing the past few months. There are 
95 drilling rigs currently operating 
in the province, with about another 
10 scheduled to move to new explor- 
atory and field development wells 
} within a few days. This will give 
the province a new record all-time 
high of 105 drilling rigs penetrating 
the earth’s sub-surface in search of 
oil and gas. 

The search for petroleum products 
is spread throughout Alberta, from 
just north of the U.S. border to the 
far reaches of the Virgin Northwest. 
A total of 41 crews are actively en- 
gaged in this search in virtually 
wildcat territory, while another 44 


are engaged in field development and 
extension test drilling on already 
proved or semi-proven oil land. 

The greatest concentration of ex- 
ploratory drilling is focussed on the 
Central Plains of the province. Where 
already numerous oil and gas finds 
of considerable importance have been 
made, In this central region there 
are 18 rigs drilling wells classed as 
wild cats. In the southern sector 
there are 15 exploratory tests now 
under way, while in the North and 
Northwest there are eight such tests. 
More rigs will start in each of these 
areas during the coming weeks.

“our nearest neighbour’ and a contraction of exports to ‘“impor- 
tant and traditional overseas markets.” 


In Canada, price influences had 
achieved “something approaching a 
balance of forces’, Mr. Gardner ob- 
served. The balance, however, was 
precarious and could easily be tipped 
in either direction. The accumulated 
demand arising out of wartime short- 
ages “has pretty well spent its force”. 
Competition, efficiency, quality and 
salesmanship were regaining their 
normal place, 


But the most noteworthy feature 
of the Canadian business trend was 
its relative stability, compared with 
developments in the United States, 
the president stated. Offsetting re- 
cessive influences in large part, “we 
have a vigorous program of industrial 
expansion”, Gaining self-confidence 
and “know-how” as an industrial na- 
tion, ‘‘we are re-discovering our own 
frontier” in natural resources, Can- 
ada appeared to be undergoing a dy- 
namic growth not unlike that of the 
United States after World War I. 


Reviews Dollar Protlem 


Turning to Canada’s dollar dilem- 
ma, Mr. Gardner saw a broad trend 
toward “a closer balance in trade 
with our nearest neighbour’, and, 
“almost inevitably”, a contraction of 
exports to important and traditional 
overseas markets. Pointing out that, 
since the devalued rates of exchange 
had been established by governmental 
fiat, there could be no assurance that 
they would accurately reflect com- 
parative costs and prices, he suggest- 
ed “permitting a range of variation 
in exchange rates, cushioned perhaps 
by a stabilization fund designed to 
prevent violent short-term fluctua- 
tions’. 

Mr. Gardner affirmed the “general 
agreement” on the need to raise pro- 
ductivity in dollar-short countries but 
questioned whether an “addiction to 
nationalization of industry” would 
encourage the flow of domestic or in- 
ternational investment. He cautioned 
against “an exaggerated State pa- 
ternalism” blurring the “vital con- 
nection between effort and reward’, 
Incentives for the individual provide 
a vast reservoir of energy, and the 
great task of the present was to 
create an environment in which these 
fundamental forces might once more 
be put to work. 

General Manager’s Address 

Gordon R, Ball, B of M general 
manager, reported year-end figures 
for both resources and deposits at 
more than two billion dollars for the 


first time, Total assets stood at $2,-. 
140,000,000, and total deposits at $2,- 

019,000,000, with savings deposits 

over the billion-dollar mark for the 

first time in the history of any Cana- 

dian bank. Current loans and dis- 

counts in Canada also amounted to 

an all-time high in year-end figures, 

$442,000,000. 

Remarking on the number of con- 
cerns showing “stationary or declin- 
ing profits on a substantially increas- 
ed volume of business”, Mr, Ball drew 
attention to the importance of busi- 
nessmen re-examining their ‘‘break- 
even” points. He also felt that re- 
duced tax rates should be applied to 
“a higher level of profits than the 
present amount of $10,000". The 
maximum amount of earnings, he 
said, should be ploughed back into 
small businesses, 

Loans Double in Decade 


“In 1939 we had about a million 
current and savings accounts on our 
books”, Mr. Ball recalled. “We now 
have over 1,750,000 accounts”. Loan 
accounts had more than doubled in 
number, All types of banking trans- 
actions showed “commensurate in- 
crease”, Personnel totalled 9,700, 
compared with 6,000 in 1939. The 
number of shareholders had also 
doubled, “and we are naturally glad 
to see this wider share-ownership in 
our institution”. 

The B of M was not primarily an 
impressive row of figures or an im- 
posing building, he said. “We think 
rather of the bank as the local man- 
ager and his staff, on whom our cus- 
tomers can always call for friendly 
counsel and service’, More than a 
million and a half customers knew 
that it was not money alone they 
dealt in at the B of M. A man’s re- 
lationship with his bank manager 
was “‘a highly personal one’, Behind 
this confidential relationship stood 
the resources and stability of a na- 
tion-wide, century-old institution, so 
that strength was linked with “un- 
derstanding in the service of the in- 
dividual”, 

Mr. Ball praised the staff for their 
“untiring energy’. He detailed the 
arrangements for their welfare, refer- 
ring to thé consideration given to 
changes in the cost of living and to 
personal problems caused by trans- 
fers, as well as to the bank’s contri- 
butions to the pension fund and to 
group insurance schemes, The staff, 
the general manager said, were the 
bank’s “greatest asset”, 


Hygienist Reports People Living On 
Prairies Are More Healthy Mentally 


WINNIPEG.—People on the prai- 
ries are healthy mentally because 
they live in pre-dominantly rural 
areas, Hon. Ivan Schultz, Manitoba’s 
minister of health, said. 


He was commenting un a state- 
ment made by Dr. C. M. Hincks, gen- 
eral director of the national commit- 
tee on mental hygiene. Dr. Hincks 
reported prairie people were general- 
ly more healthy mentally than people 
in other parts of Canada, 

“It is a well-known fact that the 
pace of modern life causes mental 
disease, and that pace is undoubtedly 
faster in the cities than in the coun- 


try,” Mr. Schultz said. 

He said the percentage of mentally 
ill in Canada from urban areas is 
54.3 per cent., compared with 45.7 
per cent, from rural areas, 


Of first admissions to mental inst 
tutions 34.9 per cent, are from rural 
areas and 65.1 per cent, from urban 
areas, 

Interviewed at Edmonton, Dr. 
Hincks said the cost of caring for the 
mentally ill in Canada may reach 
$100,000,000 in the next 10 years.

Europeans Can’t Take Sides 
War Too Much A 


By SANFORD MARKEY 
(Central Press Canadian 
Correspondent) 

LONDON, Eng.—Atomic war talk 
is idle talk for Europe’s ‘little 
people” who today are living deep in 

the shadow of the last war. 

It’s not that Europe’s millions are 
unaware of the exacting pressures 
between the. East and the West, but 
rather the physical fury of the last 
war is, for Europe, far too evident 
to even permit thoughts of a new 
war. 

From England through western 
Europe and behind the Iron Curtain, 
it is not possible today to take a 
train ride of any major length with- 
out several slowups over trestles and 
roadbeds being repaired from the de- 
struction of the last war. 

War's bitter sting is even closer to 
Europeans as evidenced by the rub- 
ble visible in all too many cities, 

In Britain alone, nearly 4,000,000 
houses, approximately one-third of 
the nation’s residences, were destroy- 
ed or damaged by air raids. A busy 
England has restored about 900,000 
family units, but even so, in London 
alone, there is a waiting list of over 
half-a-million families seeking living 
quarters, 

Across the channel lies the “inva- 
sion coast” where cities felt the first 
major sting of Allied armies clash- 
ing with Nazis. One of these cities 
is Caen. 

Street after street shows the scars 
of battle and although there has 
been much rebuilding, the bulk of the 
town finds quarters in lower floors 
of buildings whose roofs are the 
stars. 

Paris itself was spared, although 
Allied and German bombers hit in- 
dustrial plants on the city’s out- 
skirts. All told, France recorded war 
losses of 165,700 plants and factories, 
1,359,000 dwellings and thousands of 
railroad freight cars and locomotives. 

Ask a Frenchman today about a 
possible third world war, an atomic 
war, and the typical answer will be 
“War, monsieur? No thank you, For 
even if we win, we shall again lose.” 

Belgium’s comeback is perhaps the 
strongest of any European nation. In 
physical damage, Antwerp, Liege 
and the cities near the “Battle of the 
Bulge” were hardest hit. Walk 
through Antwerp today and there is 
scarcely a central street that doesn’t 
show some effect of the war.

Holland’s war scars ‘are deep and 
will be long lasting. From Rotter- 
dam to Amsterdam, a few short 
miles, tourists still can see the re- 
mains of burned-out railway coaches. 

Even more evident is the result of

The Iron Curtain is no guarantee 
to block off a war. In Poland, for 
example, 68 per cent. of all dwell- 
ings were damaged in the Nazi and 
subsequent Russian attacks. Six mil- 
lion persons were killed or’ moved 
out of the land. There is not a fam- 
ily in all Poland that hasn’t guffered 
directly from the last war. 

In fact, some observers maintain 
that because the Poles recognize the 
overwhelming need for reconstruc- 
tion they are willing to go along 
with their current government and 
avoid a possible civil war that might 
interfere with the basic rebuilding of 
the land. 

One current estimate is that it 
will take at least 50 years before the 
Poles will have erased most of the 
visible sights of the last war. 

Russia’s Ukrania, overrun by the 
Nazis, lost almost 2,500,000 of its 
buildings. Guarded reports from that 
section of Soviet land indicate only 
a small percentage of war's havoc 
has been eliminated,

conditions—conditions which are so 
acute that the patient, as demon- 
strated by his behavior, is unmis- 
takably ill.

“It is these minor illnesses which 
affect our relationships with others, 
our attitudes to the job, our effec- 
tiveness and our happiness,” writes 
Mr. Smith. “The personality diffi- 
culties of one individual may upset 
the equilibrium of a whole organiza- 
tion, lowering its morale and effi- 
cency, This is particularly true when 
they are present in supervisory staff, 
upon whom so much of the morale of 
an organization depends . . . the su- 
pervisor who understands people is 
most likely to succeed. A supervisor 
who understands why people behave 
the way they do is likely to affect 
profoundly the relationships between 
labor and management.” 

The writer states that absenteeism 
is but one symptom of mental il) 
health in industry. “There are many,” 
he writes, “but those which may be 
quickly labelled are inefficiency, low 
productivity, poor labor-management 
relations, and high accident rates. | 
Competent representatives of indus-| 
trial medicine have estimated that | 
about 30 per cent. of medical absen- 
teeism in industry today is due to 
emotional disturbances. 

“There is, of course, no mental 
health or mental illness peculiar to| 
industry,” says Mr. Smith. “The| 
people who make up our industrial | 
forces are like other Canadians. It 
follows then that in our industrial 
life, as elsewhere, each worker must 
be considered as a person, and not as 
an unfeeling, inanimate cog of ma- 
chinery.”

From tuber 
or seed, flowering stage is quickly 
reached, Normally the Canadian sup- 
ply of plants is met with improved 
seed and more especially with the 
dormant tubers which reproduce the 
true variety, Limited plantings and 
small scale tests indicate, however, 
that outside sources need not be en- 
tirely relied upon if the favourable 
results from the milder areas of the 
coast of British Columbia are signifi- 
cant, 

Spring flowers from British Colum- 
bia’s bulb fields bring to the prov- 
ince an estimated annual quarter-of- 
a-million dollars, This is mainly de- 
rived from the sale of field grown 
daffodils, tulips and bulbous iris.

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Toronto Man Breeds Chickens That Lay Colored Eggs 


WEST HILL, Ont.—Poultry from the primitive tribes of Chile 
and the farmlands of Holland are the ancestors of a new strain 
of Canadian chickens—Barnacanas—with no combs and wattles 
and which produce colored eggs. The birds are owned by a Tor- 
onto man, O. P. Johnston, and he says they have been developed, 
through breeding, to a point where not only can he forecast and 
dictate the color of future eggs, but also change the feather color 
of the “hatchlings” at will. The chickens and the colored eggs 
were displayed at the Royal Agricultural Winter Fair recently. 


So far, Mr. Johnston’s chickens 
have produced chocolate, green, 
khaki, gray, olive and taupe-colored 
eggs. 

Mr. Johnston isn’t a professional 
chicken breeder. He's an East Tor- 
onto businessman, but he has had a 
lifelong interest. in poultry. In 1938 
he imported a rooster and a hen from 
Chile. Known as South American 
Areucenas, the birds wer@ raised by

an Indian tribe of the same name, 
high in the mountains, The birds 
were doughty fighters, and followed 
the Indian tribe when it moved from 
its mountain caves to new locations. 


“They followed like dogs when 
their owners whistled,” says Mr. 
Johnston. 

The hens, incidentally lay eggs 


with a blue-tinted shell,

The Bush 


A hunter creeps stealthily through 
the forest. A twig snaps in a thicket 
ahead. He freezes in his tracks, his 
ears cocked. Dry leaves rustle. An- 
other twig breaks, Something moves 
in the alders. A deer? It must be. 
Heart thumping wildly, he pulls up 
his rifle and lets fly at the moving 
shadow, 

A human cry is heard almost sim- 
ultaneously with the crack of the 
rifle. The hunter rushes forward. 
What he sees chills his blood, A fel- 
low hunter is sprawled in the dry 
leaves—dead, 

This scene, with variations, was 
repeated many times in the woods 
this past fall. Hunters were acci- 
dently killed because they were mis- 
taken for game. Hunters were kill- 
ed because fellow hunters tripped and 
discharged their weapons. Hunters 
killed themselves while climbing 


over fences and their guns went off 
accidentally. 


Out of all the investigations into 
such tragic deaths, one fact came 
out with stark clarity. No trigger 
happy hunter belonged to a national 
shooting organization. This is borne 
out by the National Rifle Association 
in the U.S. which claims that in the 
many years for which statistics were 
compiled none of its 200,000 mem- 
bers had accidentally shot anyone. A 
senior official of the Canadian Small 
Bore Association (now the Canadian 
Civilian Association of Marksmen) 
maintains that for the 15 years he 
has been connected with it, not one 
of this group has been responsible 
for an accidental killing. 


This revelation is highly signifi- 
cant. It obviously indicates that 
safety rules drilled into one on the 
target range are observed in the 
bush. It gives the answer to how 
accidents with firearms can be dras- 
tically reduced. That answer: join 
your local shooting club or organize 
one if there isn’t one already. Be- 
come an active member and practice 
safety regulations until they become 
part of your instincts. If every 
would-be hunter did this, hunting 
would indeed become a safe sport.

STRONG SMALL TOWN PAPERS 

ONLY IN TWO COUNTRIES 


Only in two countries of the 
world—the United States and Can- 


ada—does there exist a  small- 
town journalism of any conse- 
quence. 


Professor Thomas F. Barnhart of 
the University of Minnesota School 
of Journalism believes that much 
of the reason for this development 
of thousands of community news- 
papers is reflected in the slogan 
that “Freedom Goes Where the 
Newspaper Goes.” 

“Small-town newspapers flourish 
in this country because the setting 
is right,” Barnhart points out. “We | 
have developed hand in hand, a 
democratic form of government, a 
free press tradition, widespread 
public education, and a_ private 
enterprise system of business.” 

Out of this combination have 
come other factors which enables 
Canada to have more than 750 
weekly newspapers as “the back- 
bone of Canadian journalism. 
These factors include: 

The building of hundreds of 
small towns in the country’s im- 
mense rural areas, with the com- 
munity newspaper playing its part 
in such a development. 

The creation of a vast network 
of rural free delivery routes, and 
the establishment of postal rates 
in keeping with a national policy 
of encouragement of dissemination 
of information. 

A social environment in which 
citizens have a friendly interest 
in the everyday activities of their 
friends and neighbors. 

Barnhart, author of several books 
on weekly newspaper editorial and 
management problems, _ believes 
that the small-town newspaper 
currently is improving its histori-

SHIPS OF THE WORLD 


Radar equipment designed and 
manufactured primarily for use 
during the last war, is now being 
produced by Canadian Arsenals 
Ltd., for installation aboard ves- 
sels of Canadian and foreign reg- 
ister. 

The luxury liner, “Queen Eliza- 
beth”, largest ship afloat, is eq- 
uipped with marine radar of Can- 
adian manufacture, as is the 
“Caronia, another passenger liner 
placed in service only this year. 
The log of the “Empress of Cana- 
da” records an occasion when she 
sailed up the Mersey and drew 
alongside the landing stage in 
Liverpool without any Visual aids 
to navigation. In fact, the first 
member of the ship’s company to 
sight land was half way down the 
gangplank before he could discern 
part of the rocks. Radar brought 
the “Empress of Canada” safe to 
land, and eliminated costly delays 
at the mouth of the Mersey.
